* Whereas, The main franchises of the 
principal street railway companies now 
using the streets of the people of Chicago 
will not expire until the year 1903, and none 
of the street railWay franchises will expire 
prior to that time; now be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the peo- 
ple of Chicago that for reasons well known 
and repeatedly stated on the public platform 
and in the public press, said bills, if enacted 
into law, will be a fatal and irreparable blow 
to the right of a free people to govern them- 
selves and to regulate and control the use 
of thelr own property. 

* Resolved, That under existing law the 
people of Chicago will be able and intend at 
the proper time to determine for themselves 
upon what terms and by whom the streets 
of Chicago shall be used for street railway 
purposes.

The coat, vest, and undergarments 
had not been burned, ai.d it is argued from 
this that Daniels could not have discharged 
the weapon himeelf. The bullet is believed 
to have little more than grazed his heart. 

A bottle partly filled with whisky and a 
vial which is said to have contained lauda- 
num were found in his pockets. The liquor 
was from the store of Frank Bros., as shown 
by the sale check. 

A letter addressed to Mrs. Daniels was also 
found. In this was an affectionate farewell. 
But the letter purported to have been written 
after the shot had been fired, as it contained 
the statement that the writer was in a dying 
condition at the time it was written. 


Not in Daniels’ Handwriting. 


The widow of Daniels and others who 
suspect that murder has been done contend 
that the handwriting is not that of Daniels, 
and also that it would have been impossible 
for him to scrawl the lines after the firing 
of the shot. 

Daniels lived a few hours and after his 
death the body was turned over to Deputy 
Coroner Crawford of Hammond, Ind., who 
directed that it be removed to Johnson's 
morgue. An inquest was held and an open 
verdict found that Daniels’ death was the 
result of a bullet wound. 

Meantime August Johnson, Daniels’ real 
estate partner in Chicago, was notified and 
he visited Whiting. A few hours later John- 
son telegraphed Mrs. Daniels that her hus- 
band was dead. Johnson made ineffectual 
efforts to secure possession of the body.

Court today affirmed, in an opinion delivered 
by Justice Brown, the decision of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Sixth Circuit in the 
case of the petition of James Lennon fora 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Lennon was a locomotive engineer on the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern railroad, 
and as such refused to haul the cars of the 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and Lake Michigan rail- 
road company in disobedience of an order of 
the Circuit Court for the Northern District 
of Ohio, because the engineeers of the Ann 
Arbor road were on a strike and those of 
the other line were in sympathy with them. 
Lennon was arrested and a fine of $50 im- 
posed. 

This occurred in the Circuit Court for the 
Northorn District of Ohio. He immediately 
filed a petition for a writ of habeas corpus, 
which was successively denied by the courts 
below, and their action sustained by the 
Supreme Court today. The case originated 
in 1893 and attracted wide attention. 

Justice Brown, in rendering the opinion, 
said that the only question raised in the 
case is whether the Circuit Court exceeded 
its jurisdiction in holding Lennon for con- 
tempt, the Supreme Court not being at lib- 
erty to consider the testimony or to inquire 
whether the facts justified the action.

Grundy’s Adaptation of “Les Petits 
Oiseaux” Offers the Best sermon 
Ever Preached on the Blessedness 
ef Giving—Analysis of “A Pair of 
Spectacies “ as Compared with the 
French Play—‘When George IV. 
Was King ” as a Curtain-Raliser, 


Mr. John Hare reached the crowning point 
of his career in 1800, when Mr. Grundy’s 
charming adaptation of Les Petits Ol- 
seaux” was first produced in London. He 
was already a past master in the art of im- 
personating old men upon the stage and his 
list of characters was a long and varied one, 
but in Benjamin Goldfinch he came upon a 
part which was not only more perfectly 
rounded than any which he had essayed be- 
fore, but one which is bound to live upon 
the stage for years to come. 

Benjamin Goldfinch is not a lay figure in 
ephemeral fiction, but a genuine reality like 
Timon of Athens or Orgon of a later date. 
He has something in common with both 
without being a mere repetition, and there 
is an idyllic charm about his personality 
which belongs to neither the one nor the 
other. 

In Moliére’s comedy we laugh at the victim 
of imposition. In Mr. Grundy’s play—which, 
after all, is as much Mr. Grundy’s as any one 
else’s—we laugh with him, and that makes all 
the difference. It is easy enough to smile at 
the man who is foolish enough to trust his 
friends and indeed every one who pretends 
to have a claim upon him, and it shows a 
greater shrewdness to believe only what one 
sees and only about half of that, like the 
man who “ cooms fra Sheffield.” 

But the trusting benefactor has so much 
the best of it and Benjamin Goldfinch shows 
us so clearly how wretched it is to have our 
faith in our fellow-men taken from us that 
we very soon feel that the laugh is all on his 
side. 

Best Sermon on Giving. 

In fact, A Pair of Spectacles is the best 
sermon that has ever been preached upon 
the blessedness of giving; it is a play which 
stirs the milk of human kindness in the 
breast of every one of us, and for that rea- 
son if for none other it is bound to find audi- 
ences as long as a trust in mankind is left 
to us. 

There are few comedies of the present day 
which are so free from fault. Perfect sim- 
plicity and conciseness are the chief requi- 
sites for good dialogue, the plot is clever and 
neatly constructed, the chief character is 
not only a finished work of art, but a lovable 
one, and the character of Gregory makes 
an excellent foil. 

The idea of the changed spectacles is just 
fanciful enough to suggest the idyllic rature 
of the comedy and yet not so much ins‘sted 
upon as to produce an artificial effect. 

“A Pair of Spectacles is, of course, al- 
most a fairy tale, and one might aimost 
imagine a story in Hans Andersen where 
some one’s view of life was utterly changed 
by looking through strange glasses, but in 
a modern comedy such an idea needs very 
careful handling, and we probably have to 
thank Mr. Hare as well as Mr. Grundy for 
contriving that the power of the spectacles 
is merely suggested. 

Praises for the Leaders. 

It fs needless at this date to repeat the 
praises which have been often showered 
upon Mr. Hare and Mr. Charles Groves for 
their fine acting in the two leading parts. 
The rest of the cast was good in every re- 
spect, especially Mr. Gilbert Hare as the 
boy who found such difficulty in confessing 
his state of indebtedness to his father. Most 
of us know that boy, and he doesn't always 
come from Sheffield. Miss Harvey was well 
suited with the part of Mrs. Goldfinch. 
Bither she was less affected than she was in 
“The Hobby Horse or we have become 
accustomed to her method of enunciation; 
at all events the result was pleasing.

Tue Supreme Court of Tennessee has de- 
cided a nice point in legal ethics which set- 
tles the lachrymal status of lawyers within 
its jurisdiction. It has been a mooted ques- 
tion for some time whether lawyers were jus- 
tified in resorting to tears when trying to 
win the favor of a jury, and the matter was 
brought to an issue by the complaint that in 
a certain case a verdict was obtained almost 
exclusively by means of an exhibition of this 
character. The court considered the prob- 
lem carefully, and has handed down an 
opinfon unqualifiedly in favor of weeping. 
The court goes even so far as to say: 


It would appear to be one of the natural rights 
of counsel which no court or constitution could 


take away. It is certainly, if no more, a matter 
of the highest personal privi Indeed, if 
counsel has them at command it may be serious- 
ty questioned whether it is not his professional 
duty to shed them whenever proper occasion 
arises, and the trial Judge would not feel con- 
strained to interfere unless they were indulged in 
to such excess as to impede or delay the business 
of the court. 

This seems to be a common sense view te 
take of the proposition with the prudent sug- 
gestion that the flow of tears must not be 
sufficient to swamp the business of the court. 
It would be @ wanton destruction of a large 
Aggregate of legal capital acquired after 
patient effort to raise up a barrier against a 
reasonable output of weeps. As the learned 
Judge properly says: 

0 Some lawyers deal in logie: others use flights of 
fancy; others employ only noise and gesticula- 
clon, and yet others resort to well-timed tears. 


If tears are to be barred, then noise and 
gesticulation ” ought also to be restrained, 
and even flights of fancy would have to 
be curtailed in order to make the action con- 
sistent. The eminent Tennessee jurists havs 
realized all these entangling features, and 
hence have refused to check the legal tear. 
The way is clear now to Tennéssee lawyers. 
They are free to weep without fear of re- 
buke, and doubtless as they become more 
and more proficient they may even add 
“walling and gnashing of teeth” to their 
repertory of dramatic assaults on the sym- 
pathies of jurors. 


ANTI-HUMPHREY BILLS MEETING. 

The mecting of citizens in Central Music 
Hall on Sunday afternoon to protest against 
the passage of the Humphrey bills by the 
State Legislature was remarkable from 
every point of view. All classes of people 
were in the audience. It was not a gather- 
ing of capitalists or laboringmen, but of 
both. It was not an assemblage of Repub- 
licans, or Democrats, or independents, but 


of all combined, working in harmony for 


one common end. It was a representative 
congregation of the men of Chicago, sum- 
moned there, even though it was Sunday, by 


| their pastors from the pulpits, but sum- 


moned imperatively, and first of all by the 
instinct of self-defense, to ward off, if possi- 

i@, an unprovoked blow aimed at their 
cherished privileges. 

That such a meeting for such an object 
should be necessary may well be looked on 
as one of the marvelous evidences of the 
depth to which men may fall under great 
temptation. For it must be a tremendous 
temptation which has led the Senate to 
pass the Humphrey bills and threatens to 
carry them through the House. 

Think of the facts. The bills are favored 
by nobody, could be favored by nobody ex- 


-cepting those who are directly interested 


financially. They strike a blow more or less 
heavy at the pocketbook of every person in 
Chicago who rides ona street car. Every 
such person, therefore, is against them. 
They contenplate simply and only robbery 
by the millions of dollars protracted 
throughout half a century. Not a man has 
justified them on any ground Whatsoever. 

Yet the nearly two nüllion people of Chi- 
cago find their chosen legislators, their pub- 
lic servants, the men they placed in power 
for the purpose of caring for the public in- 
terests, brazenly championing the street 
railway companies’ orgaiuized scheme of 
brigandage. 

It is almost incofééivable that such a 
monstrous defiance of the public could ever 
go so für as to @voke a meeting such as that 
of Sunday" Tue Mayor Bf the city was 
properly tlé pre&iding’ omcer of this meet- 
ing, and in his brief address summed up 
some of the telling points which have been 
made against these measures. One in par- 
ticular lays stress on the haste with which 
legislation has beeh pushed to a climax. 
“Even if the bills were entirely innocuous, said 
the Mayor, and even if the citizens of Chica- 
go were assured that for the next fifty years 
the State Commissioners would be at all

That is the real keynote of the situation. 
The Mayor hinted at it when he attributed

The bills cannot 
pass by any possibility uniess by the distri- 
bution of boodle, and the legislators must 
understand that the people know it. 


THE TURKO-GRECIAN WAR. 

While there were various engagements on 
Saturday and Sunday, continued yesterday 
at different points on the frontier, the two 
principal battles between the Greeks and 
Turks were fought at Prevesa, on the Gulf 
of Arta and in the Milouna Pass, on the 
Thessalian line, which commands the Greek 
headquarters at Larissa. At Prevesa, 
where there is a Turkish fort, a Greek ves- 
sel was driven ashore by the Turkish bat- 
teries, whereupon the Greek warships in 
that vicinity, aided by land batteries, opened 
fire upon the Turks and speedily destroyed 
the forts, the Greek forces subsequently 
occupying the position. 

The battle in the Milouna Pass was more 
etubbornly contested, as the regular forces 
were engaged in large numbers and the capt- 
ure of the pass by the Turks would give 
them an important advantage, endangering 
the Greek position at Larissa. The latter 
point captured, Athens would be in danger 
should the Turks decide toadvance. Onthe 
other hand, a victory by the Greeks would 
endanger the Turkish headquarters at Alas- 
sona and their communications with Salon- 
ica. The fighting at this point was begun 
late on Saturday and was characterized by 
great bravery on both sides. On Sunday 
night the fighting still continued, and it was 
resumed yesterday, though the Turks were 
reported as in possession of the pass and the 
surrounding heights, and had secured this 
advantage with comparatively small losses. 
At this writing, however, the outcome of the 
battle is not definitely known. In the mean- 
time the Greeks were not idle in other qoar- 
ters, as is shown by the advance of a column 
25,000 strong across the frontier of Epirus 
into Southern Albania. 

Such, in brief, are the beginnings of this 
Grecian struggle, which has for its purpose 
not alone the defense of the rights and liber- 
ties of the Greek Christians in Crete and 
elsewhere, but the recovery of old Grecian 
territory from the clutches of the unspeak- 
able Turk. How it. will end no man can 
foresee, though if no other power interferes 
it can hardly be questioned that Turkey is 
more than a match for Greece. But the 
hope of Greece must lie in its conviction that 
the war once begun there will be uprisings 
in the Turkish provinces, which will be the 
signal for fresh Turkish massacres, leading 
up at last to the interference of some of the 
powers or to a possible war in Europe, from 
which Greece would emerge the gainer. 
For Greece is not making war upon the pow- 
ers. It has clearly been forced into this 
struggle and it is acting upon the defensive. 
Hence there is no danger of a blockade or 
other coercive measures on the part of the 
powers. What action the powers may take 
it is also impossible to foresee. It is evident 
the concert. was not able to prevent hostil- 
ities. Great Britain and France have acted 
the part of poitroons. Germany is suspect- 
ed of having urged the Turks into hostili- 
ties. What part Russia may be playing in 
this desperate game is wrapped in mystery. 
That vast and powerful empire never lets its 
policy be known until it is ready to strike, 
and then it strikes with promptness and 
vigor and usually accomplishes its purpose. 
That it wants Constantinople is well known, 
but whether it deems this the favorable 
occasion for seizing it remains to be seen. 
So far as this country is concerned, its sym- 
pathies are with Greece, and it should do all 
that it can legally and without entangling 
itself to aid the brave little kingdom. The 
world owes nothing to the Turk but a long 
series of persecutions, barbarities, and hid. 
eous cruelties, It owes everything to Greece 
in the way of literature, the arts, and all 
the advances of civilization. The people of 
Europe, whatever position their sovereigns 
may take, will sympathize with Greece in 
this struggle, and so will the people of the 
United States. It will have the good will 
and good wishes of all. 


VIOLATING THE CONSTITUTION. 

If the Humphrey bills are put on the 
statute books no more street railroad tracks 
can be laid in Chicago or any other city or 
town in the State without compliance with 
the following conditions: The necessary 
frontage must be secured; the State Com- 
mission must give its assent; and the City 
Council or Board of Trustees must pass the 
required ordinance. 

Each future grant, whether it be for a 
new line or an extension of an old line, will 
run for fifty years, but there can be no 
grant without the consent of the local au- 
thorities, who are authorized under the city 
charter to make grants for twenty years 
and no longer.“ 

Why is the power denied the municipal 
authorities to deal with the existing lines 
that is granted them in the ease of new lines? 
Where does the Legislature get its authori- 
ty to step in and take out of the hands of the 
local authorities of Chicago the power to de- 
cide whether new fifty-year licenses shall 
be granted the present companies? 

If the Legislature desires to change the 
life of a street railway franchise from twen- 
ty years to fifty why does it not provide that 
when new franchises are granted or old ones 
renewed the grant or renewal may be for 
fifty years? Then when the terms of occu- 
pancy of Chicago streets began running out 
the Couneil could grant fifty-year ronewals 
on conditions which would assure the city 
20 per cent of the gross receipts or a reduc- 
tion of a cent in the rate of fare. 

The Senate has not seen fit to pursue this 
course. It seeks to take away from the 
Chicago authorities the right to determine 
whether 600 miles of streets shall. have. 
tracks on them after the expiration of the 
present licenses, and if so who shall operate 
the roads and on what terme. The city has 
by previous grants allowed these 600 miles 
of streets to be used for terms all of which 
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of the local authorities, 

This proposed 
tion of the Constitution. It will amend, 
without authority of law, every ordinance 
which the local authorities have adopted 
granting the right of way to street railroad 
companies. It will strike out the words 
“twenty years” wherever they occur and 
insert in lieu thereof the words “ fifty 
years” from this date, While declaring 
these ordinances “ contracts” all the pro- 
visions they contain that the city may pur- 
chase the plant and operate the road are 
nullified. 

This is the kind of legislation that twenty- 
nine Senators have voted for and it is as- 
serted a majority of the House members 
will support, This is not constitutional leg- 
islation. This is boodle legislation, pure and 
simple. Nothing but boodle, and lots of it, 
can induce the Legislature to pass measures 
which violate so grossly the organic law 
and the great principle of local self-govern- 
ment. 


ALL ILLINOIS 16 THREATENED. 

The people of Illinois outside of Chicago 
must not lose sight of the fact that the 
Humphrey bills threaten to deprive them 
also of their home rule rights and to impose 
on them an iniquitous burden. These 
measures are not special legislation in 
character. They do not apply to the City 
of Chicago alone but to the entire State. 
The principle of local self-government is 
not threatened in Chicago alone but in 
Peoria, Quincy, Galesburg, Joliet, East St. 
Louis, and every other city and town in the 
State which has a street railway or will 
have a street railway within the next fifty 
years. The only difference between the 
effects of the legislation on-Chicago and 
other cities of the State is in the matter of 
compensation. While Chicago is to get 3 
per cent of the gross receipts for the first 
long period of fifteen years, the roads will 
pay only the miserable pittance of 1 per cent 
in counties with a population less than 
100,000 and 2 per cent in counties where the 
population is betwen 100,000 and 200,000. 
But the franchise of every existing street 
railway company in the State outside of 
Chicago is to be extended for fifty years, 
just as are the franchises of the Chicago 
roads. There are scores of these roads in 
Illinois now and there are many more in 
course of construction. The introduction of 
electric power has stimulated this business. 
The roade are multiplying not only within 
the limits of cities and towns but they are 
stretching out between cities, connecting 
one with another, and it will not be long be- 
fore in this State, as in Ohio and New Eu- 
gland, there will be roads radiating from 
county seats in ‘every direction, connecting 
the smaller places with the centers of trade 
and furnishing transportation for the sur- 
rounding farmers. The coal used in gene- 
rating the electricity for these roads is 
cheap and they are growing in number 80 
fast that soon they will form a gencral 
framework all over the State. 

Under the law as it stande now the entire 
regulation of all these roads now in opera- 
tion or that may be built in the future rests 
in the hands of the local authorities. The 
rights which have been granted are all 
twenty-year rights, as in Chicago. Some 
of them will run for nearly that length of 
time, while others will expire at various 
times from one year to twenty years hence. 
In all these cases, whether the roads are 
located in Joliet or Alton or any other place, 
it is proposed by these bills to extend the 
franchises for fifty years without the con- 
sent of the cities interested and the local 
authorities are thereby forbidden to make 
new and better arrangements when those 
franchises now in existence expire. And 
for all this the remuneration is to be only 
the insignificant 1 or 2 per cent. Then 
again, the regulation and control of all 
these new electric railroads, hundreds of 
which will be built in the near future, will 
be taken out of the jurisdiction of the Com- 
missioners of Highways or town or city 
officials, who know what is wanted and 
what is needed by the people, and turned 
over to three men at Springfieid, far re- 
moved from the communities interested. 
These men, not even elected by the people 
but appointed by the Governor for four- 
year terms, are to decide all the vital points 
that affect the various cities and towns 
and which should be left exclusively to the 
local authorities. 

Every community, moreover, will have 
fastened upon it for the entire fifty years a 
five-cent fare. In some places that fare is 
justified now, but will not be justified ten 
years hence, In-many places that fare will 
be so extortionate in a dozen years as to be 
almost a dotible fare and yet the people 
must keep on paying it not only for one year 
or a dozen years but fifty years. 

The membership of the House, 153 in all, 
includes 108 Representatives from districts 
outside of Cook County, or more than one 
member for each county in the State. Are 
these men prepared to stand idle and per- 
mit the rights of their constituents to be 
confiseated in this brazen manner? Per- 
haps they and their constituents have not 
been fully aware of the sweeping character 
of these bills and have not thoroughly 
awakened to the menace to themsclves 
which the bills contain. So much has been 
said by Chicagoans and about Chicago that 
they may have been led to believe the meas- 
ures referred to Chicago alone. This is not 
so. The dangerous provisions apply to the 
whole State—to every city and town. It is 
time for the daily and weekly press of IIli- 
nois to rally to the defense. not of Chicago, 
but of their own communities. This is an 
instance when Chicago and the “ country ” 
should be working shoulder to shoulder, for 
both are assailed by the same foe, Let 
every influence possible be brought to bear 
on the Representatives to impress on them 
the peril that lies in these measures. All 
the cities of Illinois are in the same boat 
this time and must act in harmony and 
swiftly. 


POINTS ABOUT THE HUMPHREY BOODLE 


BILLS. 
Some of the Senators who voted last Fri- 
day for the Humphrey boodle bills have

trolley cars could well afford to carry passen- 
gers at that rate. And so they could. Yet 
that reduction is six times greater than the 
Humphrey boodle bills provide for. These 
rotten, wrongful bills should either require 
the street railroads to reduce their charges 
to the public at least one cent a fare or pay 
over one cent to the city from which they 
derived their charter privileges—one or the 
other thing. The steal from or fraud com- 
mitted on the people is, therefore, at least 
five-sixths of a cent on every nickel fare 
collected. And it is out of this overcharge 
gouge of the public the money is to be ob- 
tained to recoup the companies’ large ex- 
penses that are being incurred to bribe both 
branches of the Legislature of Illinois and 
to pay the large hired lobby which is hand- 
ling the members and piloting those bills 
through the Legislature. 


THE CITY WILL LOSE MONEY. 

According to Mayor Swift's recent mes- 
sage the city received from the street rail- 
road companies between April 1, 1805, and 
Dec. 1, 1896, the sum of $461,000, Of 
this $129,000 was on account of car licenses, 
but a good deal was paid by the roads as 
the consideration for their being allowed to 
make a change of power. The South Side 
company paid heavily for permission to use 
electricity on Clark street. 

If the State Commission bill passes the city 
‘will receive no more revenue from this 
source. For that bill empowers the com- 
mission to authorize a change of motive 
power or the use of a particular power.“ 
The Council will have nothing to say about 
the matter. 

So if this bill were to pass, and the street 
railroad companies were to want to use 
electric power on Dearborn street or on 
Madison and other streets east of the 
South Branch, all they would have to do 
would be to get the consent of the three men 
sitting at Springfield known as the State 
Commission. 

That body would not demand concessions 
in return for this favor. The bill does not 
seem to give it authority to do so. The 
Commissioners would grant what was 
asked for and the railroad men would go on 
their way rejoicing. But if the Council had 
the say it would force the roads to pay lib- 
erally for the favors it desired, just as they 
were made to do during Swift's administra- 
tion. 

The railroads do not wish to be called on 
for a contribution whenever they ask for 
favors. Those favors will put money in 
their treasuries, but they want to keep all 
of it. They do not wish municipalities 
to share. That is one reason why the roads 
are so anxious to have a State commission 
created which will have the powers the 
Council has now. 

It is difficult to compute the amount of 
money which the city would lose if the 
State Commission instead of the Council 
decides when the motive power may be 
changed. The roadé may wish, soon to 
abandon their cable system and substitute 
the cheaper electric power. A commission 
will let them do that for nothing. The 
Council will make them pay heavily for the 


privilege. 


THINGS HE FORGOT TO MENTION. 

Attorney Egbert Jamieson, gemeral coun- 
sel for the Yerkes street railroads, says in 
an interview that the Humphrey 
commission bill does not permit the rate of 
fare to exceed 5 cents per passenger. The 
street railroads in Chicago carry passengers 
fifteen miles for 5 cents, but the steam rail- 
roads, under the law, are permitted to 
charge 3 cents a mile or 45 cents per passen- 
ger for the same distance.“ 

The street trolley roads don't and won't 
carry 1 per cent of their passengers fifteen 
miles—that is, not one in a hundred, prob- 
ably in 500, is carried that far. For every 
passenger the street lines will convey 
fifteen miles for a nickel they now get fifty 
passengers who pay a nickel for riding a few 
blocks—or a small fraction of one mile. 
The general counsel of Yerkes’ roads entire- 
ly forgot to mention that or allude to the 
fact that a majority of all the passengers 
carried by the street car roads are not car- 
ried on an average over one mile; and a vast 
majority less than two miles. Yet those 
facts should not be ignored or forgotten 
when making comparisons is in order. 

The suburban service of the steam car 
roads is less than one cent a mile for the 
distance traveled on commutation tickets. 
That is another fact which Yerkes’ general 
counsel forgot to mention. 


FoLLowInea the example of the administra- 
tien in coddling the silver voters, the Cleveland 
Leader (Rep.) says: The friends of bimetallism 
niay rest assured that President McKinley and the 
Repubiican leaders will do everything in their 
power to promote the cause of silver under an in- 
terpational agreement which will permit of the 
larger use of silver as money on a perfectly safe 
plan. 

This is a glittering generality and unless 
made more specific means nothing in prac- 
tice. What does promoting the cause of 
silyer’’ mean anyhow? The circulation of 
silver under free coinage requires one of three 
things to be done. First, coin it without let 
or hindrance at a ratio of 16 to 1, and that 
will drive gold money out of circulation 
wherever it is done as completely as in 
Mexico. At 16 to 1 the bullion of a silver 
dollar can be purchased anywhere in the 
world for 50 cents in gold or less. But that 
method could not be considered as à per- 
foctly safe plan for the larger use of silver 
as money, as it would prove to be a disas- 
trous plan. It would reduce the value of the 
present 600 millions of silver in use in the 
United States to half its present purchasing 
power, which would inflict a dead loss of 300 
millions of dollars on the holders of that sil- 
ver or its circulating certificates. The next 
plan to consider would be to put a gold dol- 
lar’s worth of silver bullion into the silver 
doliar, which would be to the false 
ratio of 16 to 1 to something over 32 to 1. 
Is that the safe plan the Leader has in mind? 
A third plan for international agreement 
would be to make silver a legal tender at its 
intrinsic or commercial value in gold. 
Then silver would be used as money on its 
merits at its worth. Would the Leader ad- 
vocate that plan? Any false ratio of value 
like 16 to 1 can never be agreed upon by an 
international commission, 
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direction promises to be the most ridiculous, most 
stupid, and contemptible that has yet been made®’ 


Buy the votes of silver Republicans with a 
duty on hides,’ is the veiled suggestion of the 
Philadelphia North American (Rep). Protec- 
tion is for all or for none, it argues, and it is 
impossible to give any good reason why there 
should be a duty on wool and not on hides. The 
farmer ought to receive the full benefits of pro- 
tection.

They see 
it rising above the danger limits, and what the 
tariff reformers have failed to bring about by 
open and active opposition the intelligent pro- 
tectionists will eventually accomplish, pot through 
Sentimentalism, but in recognition of and willing 
Obedience to the inexorable laws of business.

The most extreme anti-trust bill yet is the one 
passed by the Minnesota House. It not only pro- 
hibits the formation of trusts and declares for- 
feited the charter of any State corporation that 
becomes party to a trust, but forbids the people 
of the State to deal in articles manufactured be- 
yond the boundaries of the State by a trust. The 
House has also recommended for passage a bill 
to increase from 3 to 4 per cent the tax upon the 
gross earnings of railroads. The Senate has 
passed a sugar beet bill, providing for a bounty 
of one cent a pound on sugar, prescribing rates 
to be charged by railroads for the transportation 
of beets, and exempting beet sugar manufactories 
from taxation for ten years. The Senate has also 
voted to abolish the treatment of inebriates in 
the State hospital, and to prohibit the use of to- 
bacco by persons under 18 years of age.

About one-half of the population are agri- 
culturists and shepherds. 

It has an area of 25,000 square miles, or 
less than half that of Illinois, with about the 
present population of Indiana, or less. 

The Greek flag is a white cross on a blue 
ground—the Bavarian colors and the Greek 
cross. 

Greece has few rivers and many hills. 
None of the former is navigable, and many 
of the latter are fortified. 

Its boundary limits were determined by 
an arrangement among Great Britain, 
France, Russia, and Turkey, concluded at 
Constantinople on July 21, 18382, but the 
Turks never surrendered all of tho territory 
that treaty calls for by 5,000 square miles 
and half a million of Greek people. 

Only about 70,000 of the inhabitants speak 
any language other than Greek, and only 
about 20,000 profess any religion other than 
the orthodox Greek Church. 

The chief characteristics of the average 
Greek are his inquisitiveness, fondness for 
excitement, love of discussion, desire for 
knowledge, an aptitude for learning, and 
aggressive patriotism. 

The climate has two striking peculiarities— 
the heat in summer and the cold in winter 
are far more intense than those of any other 
coyntry in the world lying in the same lati- 
tude.

WHEAT SCORES A SENSATIONAL AD- 
VANCE ON WAR TALK. 


Prices Suddenly Jump 41 Cents Over 
Saturday's Closing, but the Bulge Is 
Short-Lived and the Market Sells 
Down Almost as Rapidly as It Went 
Up—Other Grain Markets Not Much 
Affected — Packers sell Provis- 
fens Freely. 


ESTERDAY’S wheat 
market, at least dur- 
ing the first halt 


est in the recent his- 
tory of the trade. 
All the ordinary con- 
siderations were ig- 
nored on the press 
dispatches telling of 
active hostilities 
abroad, which an ad- 
vance of nearly léc 
in a week rounded 
out. There was an 
unusual wide spread 
between privileges 
on Faturday night, 
but there were few 
traders who really 
believed the course 
of prices would just- 
ify the range cov- 
ered by calls. The 
curb trade was un- 
settled yesterday 
morning. All the 
foreign markets 
were closed over the 
Faster holidays and 
there was nothing 
to give a suggestion 
as to the real mar- 
ket sentiment 
May wheat range. abroad. 

The wild advance which carried May and 
July wheat up to 78c on the regular board an 
hour later was really discounted on the 
curb. Sales as high as 78c were talked of 
there. Theopening, however, was somew hat 
irregular at from 77c to 77½e for both May 
Before the advance was checked 
both futures had sold at 78c. 

The wildest sort of calling of margins 
added to the excitement, and shorts covered 
freely. It was noticeable that most of the 
big people who have been credited with the 
manipulation of prices for the last week or 
two were in a posttion to sell and did sell 


freely at the top. Selling by Cudahy, Bar- 


rett, Brosseau, Weil, Linn, and other big 
operators took the snap out of the market 
and a reaction set in which carried May 
wheat down to 74%c nearly as rapidly as it 
had advanced to 78c. 


Bulge Was Short-Lived. 


After the wild opening and the subse- 
quent break the wheat market was of the 
commonplace order. It kept within a nar- 
row range, with a recovery before the close 
of de for May and ic for July. The visible 
eupply decrease was about as expected at 
727,000 bu. A private cable made the world’s 
shipments 4,528,000 bu. Another private ca- 
ble quoted the Liverpool market on the curb 
5d per cental higher. This ¢cispatch and 
other advices confirming the hostilities in 
Europe had but little effect after the first 
bulge. Clearances for the day were good at 
282,000 bu in wheat and flour against pri- 
mary receipts of 485,000 bu. Northwestern 
receipts were liberal at 008 cars against 662 
a week ago and 477 a year ago. Local re- 
ceipts were 6 cars with 64,000 bu inspected 
out of store. Local stocks of wheat de- 
creased 493,000 bu for the week. The local 
milling business reported was small and did 
not aggregate over 50,000 bu. 

Provisions only sympathized to a mod- 
erate extent with the enthusiasm in wheat 
over the war scare. May pork sold to $8.80 
and ribs to $4.85. These were advances of 
20c. and 10c respectively. Packers were lib- 
eral sellers and their operations were suffi- 
cient to offset the effect of buying by com- 
mission houses and to cause a reaction in 
which all products were sold down and 
chesed below the last prices of Saturday. 
Local receipts of hogs were 27,000, with the 
market strong and active. It is claimed that 
there is a loss to the packer of 7ic a hog. 
Green shoulders dnd loins and similar cuts 
are bringing good prices, but not epough to 
make the packer good. The people who are 
bullish on hog product say that prices should 
advance, or that hogs should sell off. 


Coarse Grains Slightly Higher. 


Corn was no such a market as wheat, 
but there was a good trade in the pit and 
prices ruled higher than Saturday, the low 
point for May—24%4c—being e over Satur- 
day’s closing, and last regular sales % ad- 
vanced. Opening prices ranged anywhere 
from e down to 24%c for May in different 
parts of the pit. While prices were up from 
44c to %c the trade was a quiet one, as com- 
pared with the wild excitement in wheat. 
Corn prices were sustained for the first 
half hour by a fair showing of buying orders 
from outside points. Local shorts generally 
stood pat. From the high point there was 
a subsequent irregular reaction of %c. Late 
buying helped the market a fraction. Local 
stocks were reduced 8,574,000 bu, but the 
bulk of it is on the lakes. Outside points 
also showed considerable reductions, New 
York, St. Louis, and Baltimore reporting 
from 200,000 to 300,000 bu less.

Amelia E. Barr. gloomy creed’ It 

is a somber tale—somber as the wind-swept 

coast on which its scenes are laid—but hap- 

pily lighted here and there by the author's 
sunny and optimistic faith. 

The story was first published in briefer 
form in the Century Magazine. Mrs. Barr 
has now prefixed to it an account of the life, 
love, and early death of the hero’s father, 
Liot Borson. As the sin of the father is vie- 
ited upon the son, this throwing of light upon 
David Borson’s antecedents strengthens the 
novel, though it makes of it practically two 
distinct tales. | 

The grim fatalism of the old Scotch Cal- 
vinism, as seen in its workings upon tender 
hearts, would be unbearable if portrayed by 
a less hopeful or devout pen. Even in Mra. 
Barr’s hands the iron rod of predestination 
produces more or less horror and hatred of 
its heartlessnesa. But she goes back into 
the centuries far enough to show how these 
northern Anglo-Saxons came honestly by 
their creed—through a blending of the old 
paganism and the kindred strain of fatalism 
in the Old Testament. 

Ultra-Calvinism spoke to their inherited tend- 
encies as no other creed could have done. is 
uncompromising theology, with its God of venge- 
ance and inflexible justice, was understood by 
men who considered a blood feud of centuries a 
duty never to be neglected; and as for the doc- 
trine of special election, with all its tremendous 
possibilities of damnation, they were not dis- 
posed to object to it. Indeed, they were such good 
haters that Tophet and everlasting enmity were 
the bane and doom they would unhesitatingly have 
chosen for their enemies. 

Thie grim theology Liot Borson sucked in 
with his mothes’s milk, so when Bele Trenby 
crossed his path and sought in his flippant 
and hypocritical style to enatch away the 
hand of Lict’s betrothed it was not strange 
that Liot Should stand by in pious triumph 
and see his enemy sink to his death one night 
in the bog moss. And this is the sin which 
cankers the happiness of his married life 
with Karen, leads indirectly to Karen's 
death, pursues Liot through a stormy life 
to an early death, and leaves young David 
alone to “ dree his weird.“

The story of David's love for Nanna Sin- 
clair is as strong as it is harrowing. Mrs. 
Barr does not spare the black when she is 
painting her villains, and certainly Sinclair 
is sufficiently steeped in the color of the pit. 
Nanna’s devotion to the child he has bru- 
tally crippled, the man’s return just in time 
to infect the child with a fatal disease, and 
the death of the little one with the same 
scourge that carries off the flendish father 
are sufficiently agitating. But these are as 
nothing compared with the young mother’s 
agony in knowing that her babe has not 
been baptized and is condemned to everlast- 
ing torture. Mrs. Barr has brought out the 
hideous cruelty of such a creed in all ite 
enormity. 

Perhaps the. venomous hag, Matilda Sabis- 
ton, is overdrawn. Yet one hesitates to say 
that a woman who has once gotten on the 
wrong side of such a creed would not de- 
velop into that sort of eldrich. At any rate 
she is a convenient instrument for driving 
David into a public confession of his father’s 
sin—ean episode as characteristic and as 
powerful in its way as is the agony of Nanna 
over the lost soul of her dead child. 

Then comes David's love for Nanna, grad- 
ual, sure; strong. And when he declares it 
to her, receiving her simple assurance that 
she returns his love, one feels a touch of the 
old Scotch superstition that things are too 
bright for safety. Under the shadow of that 
creed it is dangerous to be too happy. And 
the blow follows swiftly and dramatically 
when Nanna tells David that she loves him 
but cannot marry him because she might 
have another child. 

Can you, can the minister, aan any human 
being, give me assurance they will be elect chil- 
dren? It you can, I will be your wife tomorrow.

In no corner of the world save the Scot- 
tish could such characters and such a 
denouement seem at home.

The 
glimpse of David's peaceful and beneficent 
life through his remaining years is but a 
slight alleviation of the heavy gloom of the 
book, 


For the evolutionist there is only one 
gleam of good in the murderous asperities of 
the ultra-Calvinistic creed. They seem to 
have conspired with the Scotch border feuds 
to kill off all the physically weak, producing 
in these later years a race hardy enough 
to rule the world. But Mrs. Barr's view is 
different, and it must be admitted it is a 
better one for literary purposes.

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ployed by Which Interest in the 
Movement Was Revived and Made 
a Success — Western Energy, En- 
thisiasm, and System Transform a 
Stagnant Pool Into a Floodtide. 


ar approach of the Grant monu- 
ment ceremonies in New York has aroused 
general interest in the history of the strug- 
gle to raise funds for the construction of the 
tomb, and has revived memories of the up- 
hill work in the collection of the funds. On 
Aug. 12, 1885, four days after the burial of 
the great General at Riverside, the fund had 
reached $387,000, and six weeks later t had 
grown to $82,000. There it began to lag. In 
the spring of 1890, after an interval of more 
than four years, the total of subscriptions 
had reached little more than $100,000. All 
this is recounted in the present day reviews 
of the building of the tomb. 

Gen. Charles H. T. Collis, in the New 
York Sun of Sunday, has written a compre- 
hensive history of the monument, and sets 
forth concisely the fact, already acknowl- 
edged and published in Chicago over a year 
ago, that chief credit for the final success of 
the New York project was due to a Chicago 
man—Sdward F. Cragin. 

Just at the time when the New York com- 
mittee was at its wit’s.end Gen. Horace Por- 
ter received a letter from Mr. Cragin, who 
incidentally mentioned that he had been in- 
strumental in raising the guarantee fund 
which secured for Chicago its selection by 
Congress for the Columbian Exposition, 
and therefore was entitled to consideration. 


Mr. Cragin Goes to Work. 


Further history of Mr. Cragin’s connec- 
tion with the tomb fund movement is re- 
lated by Gen. Collis as follows: 

Gen. Horace Porter wrote, or wired, to 
Mr. George M. Pullman for information in 
regard to Mr. Cragin, and on receipt of his 
reply invited Mr. Cragin to New York. He 
impressed us as an intelligent, earnest gen- 
tleman, and his modest request that we 
would pay his hotel bill and give him a few 
weeks’ trial was promptly acceded to. Per- 
haps he gave us hope, though not much 
faith; we were charitable enough, however, 
to let him thrash out the old straw if he 
wished. He came to us on March 14, 1892. 
A fortnight later Gen. Porter said to me: 
‘This is one of the most remarkable men 
I have ever met. I should not be surprised 
if he raised the whole amount before Grant's 
birthday (April 27).“ And how did this mod- 
est, unassuming, systematic young man go 
to work? He brought with him his Western 
methods. His plan was to raise the required 
amount ($350,000) in six weeks, and Gen. 
Porter told him to go ahead and fight it 
out on that line.’ The General gave him 
letters to Bradstreet’s and Dun’s commercial 
agencies, where he spent hours in classifying 
the trades and professions, and then he in- 
vited 400 of their leading representatives to 
assemble at the rooms at the Chamber of 
Commerce on a given day. In response 
just three persons, in addition to Gen. Por- 
ter and himself, responded. 

Pushes Right Along. 

“any ordinary man would have packed 
his grip and returned home, but Cragin was 
not made of this material. He was extraor- 

„ Like Grant, he emerged from the 
Wilderness and pushed right along. He 
made James M. Constable Chairman of the 
meeting and appointed thirty subcommit- 
tees, just as though the whole four hundred 
had been present, and announced them all 
in the daily papers. Every day thereafter 
he appointed new committees until he had 
three hundred different organizations and 
several thousand menat work. Theaverage 
number of meetings called by him and at- 
tended by him were ten a day, commencing 
at 0 in the morning and continuing until 
midnight. He organized committees in 
Brooklyn, and this excited rivalry, perhaps 
tinged with jealousy. Every dollar raised in 
Brooklyn, therefore, produced fifty in New 
Vork. He brought new men into public 
notice as re tative citisens, men who, 
though identified with the city’s commercial 
welfare for a lifetime, had always been on 
the shelf when any public movement was 
afoot, and had to content themselves with 
reading a parade of the same old names year 
after year. 

He got the builders and the carpenters 
and the bricklayers and the small shopkeep- 
ers vying with each other as to the amount 
total on their subscription books, and made 
them feel that, after all, they were the bone 
and sinew to be depended upon in a fight. 
He got them together and Gen. Porter ad- 
dressed them. When the several trades as- 
sembied Mr. Cragin’s Chairman was elected. 
Mr. Cragin’s resolutions were passed, Mr. 
Cragin’s Finance committee was inted, 
and Mr. Cragin’e subscription books were 
cireulated. Daily reports were received from 
these committees; a corps of typewriters in 
charge of our secretary, Mr. James C. Reed, 
kept the newspapers interested. I used to 
meet Cragin nearly every evening. He sel- 
dom spoke of the amount raised during the 
day, but always counted the few remaining 
days required to complete the fund. It was 
a marvelous revelation of what can be ac- 
complished by a self-reliant man intent upon 
a single purpose. 

Secures a Half Million. 

“In a few weeks his system, energy, and 
magnetism had transformed a stagnant 
pool of $150,000 into a flood tide, which at 
high water mark reached half a million. He 
rendered it unnecessary to call upon the five 
gentlemen named above for their $10,000 
each, but half the amount was accepted 
from each, and Gen. Porter obtained some 
additional signatures for a like amount. 
Col. Eliot F. Shepard, however, left his en- 
tire subscription with us, and increased it, 
which made him by far the largest contrib- 
utor to the fund. Cragin disappeared from 
the scene of his labors as modestly and un- 
selfishly as he had dawned upon it. The 
aesociation paid him $4,000 and his expenses 
for his great services. I am glad to remem- 
ber that I voted for a larger amount. I 
learned that he was afterward employed b 
the Nicaragua Canal enterprise, and w 
about putting a scheme into operation to 
raise the necessary money for it when the 
panic came. 

“To this modest gentleman is due the 
largest share of the glory which makes 
the pageant of April 27 next le. Asan 
American, as a member of the Grant Monu- 
ment Association, as a soldier serving un- 
der Grant, I shall never cease to be grateful 
to Edward F. OCragin.“
